WAR INSURANCE IN SINGAPORE.

The insurance against war risks is ex- 
traordinarily brisk.'in Singapore at present. 
Inquiries ‘are being received from all sorts and 
conditions of people regarding the rate on 
goods shipped in neutral bouoms. The 
average tate from Singapore to Kobe and 
Yokohama, for cargo carried in ao steamer 
approved by the insurance agent, would be, 
rerhaps, I or 2 per cent.; for goods that are not 
likely to become contraband of war, shipped: 
on Japanese merchastmen, the rate would 
probably be five percent. And the same rate 
wou'd prevail in the case of Russian vessels 
preceeding westwards, But agents in Singapore 
are chary of this business; unless the parties’ 
insuring are well known and the goods to be 
insured are of an approved character, the vessel 
satisfactory and the master of good repute, the 
agents will generally express their-polite regret 
that they are not in that line of business, 
Comparatively little insurance is doné in the. 
Japanese steamers moving westward. If itis 
ddne at'all it Is doné in- Japan. But’ 40 far’ as: 
foreign merchants are concerned they ‘have 
generally given instrugtions to thelr agents to 
send goods by neutral lines so that there may 
be no complications|in the case of aa outbreak’ 
of war.

OUR ORIENTAL EMPIRE. 
——+___ 

Some proposals for a commercial policy for 
ourOriental Empire were laid before the Central 
ssian Society by General E. F. Chapman, ata 
recent meeting presided over by Sir Alfred 
Lyall, and attended by Sir Lepel Griffin, Mr. 
Moon, M.P, Sir T. H. Holdich, and Sir Edwin 
Collen, among others. He urged first the 
adoption of a settled policy for’ our OUricatal 
Empire, based on the recognition and assertion 
of sea power between Aden and Hongkong, 
and secondly, the extension of the Indian 
railway system to adjoining countries, and the 
adaption of a forward commercial policy, throw- 
ing back the advance of Russian commerce. 
Another point upon which le laid stress was the 
development of India as the manufacturing base 


‘of our trade commodities, shortening the lines 


of advance, by which he thought we might 
recover markets that have been lost. The 
Government, he considered, should give such 
security to shipping and to trading interests as 
may promote initiative amongst our traders, a 
Governmentguarantee being sufficient toensure 
the flow ol.capital to Persia and to India from 
England. These aims should lead to the mili- 
tary policy which controls the action of the 
Indian army being based upon sea power 
instead of, as at present, being governed by the 
fear of Russia moving by way of Afghanistan, 
Such a change would, in his opinion, ensure 
the ability of India to embark a sufficient force 
to support our alliance with Japan, and give a 
reason, beyond that of the defence of India, for 
maintaining the European portion of the army 
in India in its present high state of efficiency.
